which the oil was poured. When 
open, the cover leans on a leaf. 
like rest attached to the lamp 
handle. Excellent functionalism. 
If Cellini or Bernini had been 
given the job, the shell. would 
have fallen against a Venus re- 
clining on the handle or, at least. 
they would have employed re 
lated motifs, and not leaf and 
shell. But then the Romans were 
such frightful bourgeois. 

Now we reach the l4th century. 
Siam, no Khmer Buddahs but 
metal ones and deities distinctly 
in the Indian tradition. The 17th 
and 18th centuries bring heavy 
Arab jugs, curved swords and an 
ornate pistol — very dignified 
production. 

Last is Europe, from a Bronze 
Age spear head to 18th century 
massive silver candlesticks, 
candlestick cleaners, a coffee pot 
and various trays.
